Little Ceremony and Hasty Funeral* 


tbe Rale When Sailors) or Steera«e 
Passenger* Are the Victim* —Ef- 
forts to Cheat the Shark*. 
There is no place where.death is more 


nnwelcome than on board a,pasaenger 
steamer, and between the death and 
burial of a sea traveler the melancholy 
influence of the .event extends to every 
one on'board. The limitations of space 
are very likely responsible in part for 
this, for there is the feeling that nntU 
the body has been cast into the arms of 
the sea there is no getting away from 
It. So spake a man who has crossed the 
Atlantic ocean many times and who on 
more than one occasion had been a pas- 
senger on one of the big liners when 
death had claimed a victim from among 
those on board. 


Sailors dread a death on board their 


vessel as mnch as anything, and when 
one occurs they are all anxiety to ren- 
der the body the last service, and this 
fact is often responsible for the haste 
and scant consideration with which 
burials at sea are too often conducted. 
But the days of such ceremonies are 
fast dying, and efforts are now being 
made which will permit of the'bp^y be- 
ing carried for the remainder of the, 
Journey after death and properly buried 
on land. 


Even now it is generally only sailprs 


and steerage passengers who are buried 
at sea, and frequently'these are cast to 
the waves without eo mucn,as the ves- 
seTbeing slowed down and'within an 
hour or two of their death. 


Often enough a death occurs in a ves- 


sel without the fact becoming known to 
more than one or two of the crew or 
steerage passengers. 
Every effort Is 


made to keep the event secret, and in 
the stillness of sight, when better class 
passengers are comfortably curled up in 
their bunks, a little band of men, mov- 
ing like shadows across the deck, bear a 
body from below, and, while the vessel 
is plowing the eea, the mortal remains 
wrapped in canvas or inclosed in a 
crudely made box, are quietly slipped 
over the ship's side into the mysterious 
deep. 


The presence of a dead body on board 


has sometimes not even been suspected 
by the passengers until some one has 
noticed the sharks that are following, 
for it is no mere sailor's story that 
sharks know when a ship contains a 
corpse. A vessel carrying a dead body 
and passing through waters frequented 
by sharks is almost sure to be followed 
by one or more of those fishes, if it does 
not outspeed them. 


Rather than bury a corpse while 


sharks are following a vessel the captain 
will sometimes have the body placed in 
the ice chamber and full steam put on 
the engines until the hungry fishes have 
dropped astern completely. 


In one case at least a body was ac- 


tually cremated on board by the cap- 
tain's orders because of the sharks. Bm 
sharks are not often obstacles to prompt 
burial, and, generally speaking, when 
a death occurs at sea, the body is slip 
ped into the water at night with none 
to witness the proceeding but a couple 
of the crew and the captain, who reads 
an abridgment of the service from the 
prayer book. 


The manner of burial of course de- 


pends greatly upon the captain's own 
feelings in respect to the dead, and it 
must be acknowledged that these feel- 
ings are in some cases all that they 
should be. 
Some captains have the 


greatest objection to "dumping" a dead 
body into the sea and, when it is un- 
avoidable, will do their uttermost to 
conduct the ceremony with all possible 
reverence and respect. 


For all that, there is always the feel- 


ing of the ship's crew and the melan- 
choly effect of the presence of a corpse 
to be reckoned with, and the argument 
that more consideration is due to the 
living than the dead often prompts a 
captain to "dump" a steerage passenger 
in the dead of night without mention.*

THE GUBKRJfATOlilAt COXVKXT1OH 


The San Francisco Post says the 


gubernatorial convention called by 
Governor Sayers of Texas will prob- 
ably discuss the question whether 
trusts in general are an evil, and if 
decided that they are beneficient and 
useful, nothing- will be done in the 
various States to effect their suppres- 
sion. If such is the object of the con- 
vention, it would be well, while it is 
about it, to take up the question 
whether cholera, emallpox and yellow 
fever are desirable or otherwise, and if 
found " benefloient and useful," to 
suggest means for their encouragement 
aad growth, especially in the great 
commercial centers of the country. 


Bat there will ba no member of tbat 


convention with the hardihood to 
question the infamy of the trust ays 
tana, for that ia a universal admission. 
The convention was called by Governor 
Sayers, not to discuss Ihe merits or 
demerits of trusts, but to devise some 
concerted action for the accomplish- 
ment of their suppression. 
While 


uome of the gubernatorial representa- 
tives in that convention doubtless will 
be under the influence aud control of 
the trusts, their policy wi!l be that of 
obstruction, rather than defense. In 
other words, they will, while denounc- 
ing the system, advocate impracticable 
and impossible means, pretendingly 
for its abolishment. This will doubt- 
less take the form of advocacy of State 
instead of federal legislation. They 
know full veil that the evil can never 
be reached by "concerted action of 
State legislatures." It is too camber- 
some a method and utterly impracti- 
cable, It is ridiculous to presume that 
all of the forty-seven Slates of the 
Unioc would enact such uniform laws 
as would be necessary to accomplish 
the general purpose, and the omission 
of a single one would neutralize the 
effect of the action of the other forty- 
six. It is only by a sweeping national 
law from which any practical good can 
result, and tbat is what the trust van- 
dals will use every means to avert. If 
it becomes a matter of national poli- 
tics they know that their doom is 
sealed, but if they can keep the State 
legislatures fldling away at it, their 
immunity will be assured until the 
end of time, Bat it will be made a 
national instead of a local matter, and 
the Democratic National Convention 
will make it so, beyond a shadow of 
doubt. 


ia to tax a great many articles of tut 
and necessity BO indirectly that tb 
people will pay tbe tax and not kno 
it. Their grumbling then will be hard 
timed, bat they will not know tbat tb< 
hard times are caused by taxation."

So tb 
people are robbed from two sources— 
by tbe fraud practiced upon tbeir reve 
nue, and tbe extortion of tbe barpiei 
who pocket tbe proceeds that shouli 
help defray tbe expense of running th 
government. Dingiey could have tango 
the Earl of Chatham bis alphabet in 
the art of robbing tbe people. Ttier 
is this difference, however, the Ameri 
can people are beginning to under 
stand that they are being robbed am 
are getting tbe worst of it from both 
the tariff and trusts, and tbey are going 
to stop the double plundering system 
at the next election, if there ia any re 
liability in the signs of the times.

An addi- 
tion of 8 per cent retards the complete 
setting of the plaster for about an hour, 
'so that the mass may be used for any 
purpose where it is to remain plaetio

Business Interests In Keno. - 


T:he saw-mill men and lumber basi- 


nets interests in and about Sierra Val- j 
ley are deserving of more than a passing, 
notice from Beno. The JOUBNAL is 
informed that the chief difficulty in 
the way of having the lumber business 
of the mills near Sierra Valley center 
at Beno is a refusal by the N.-O.-O. 
railway to receive the cars of the 
Siarra Valleys railway; that all freights 
from the latter road have to be han- 
dled andreshipped atPlutnas junction, 
-which is the point of connection of the 
roads. Beshipment of freights, and 
particularly heavy freight, such as 
lumber, is attended with such expense 
and delay, that it prohibits the lumber 
men from shipping lumber to Beno. 
There may be some cause unknown for 
this condition of things, but on the 
face ot the matter as a business prop- 
osition it is certainly not as it should 
be. The N.-C.-O. railway should have 
no interest in depriving Beno, which is 
its southerly terminus, of any business 
that the road could bii.ig to the town 
in the form of freip.i' >j»6r tLeir load. 
In the advance of any knowledge or 
explanation of the cause of the exist- 
ing conditions, the people and business 
men of Beno could not be censured for 
believing that the N.-O.-O. people are 
not friendly to the town.
